The supporters of the candidates that were 
working the polls noticed the turnout was steady 
and heavy. They also talked to those voters that 
were leaving the polls and it was clear the voters 
were angry and determined to change the direction 
of the Township. 

Not only was the voter turnout large, but the 
final results showed a strong endorsement for the 
challengers and a strong rejection for those in 
power. The Republican Supervisor David Glaab 
was ousted, Democratic Trustee James Mason, 

who lost in the primary, only garnered 310 write in 
votes, and Republican Trustee Mike Glaab was ousted 
by a large margin. In their place the community 
elected a new Supervisor and three new Trustees. 

How did this remarkable event occur? It may 
have occurred because of the concern over rapid 
growth that has occurred in the Township. There

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HURON PARK CONDOS MYSTERIOUSLY 
MAKES AGENDA AGAIN

After denying approval of 
Huron Park Condos site plan 
at the two previous meetings, 
the item was listed on the 
agenda again for the October 
25 Huron Township Board 
meeting. 

Director of Planning and 
Zoning Leslie Meyer told the 
Board that she had spoke to 
the developer, Carl Petros, 
regarding the road width and 
berm issue. Meyer said she 
also met with representatives 
from Hennessey Engineering 
“and McKenna and Associates. 

According to Meyer the 
road was measured from back 
of curb to back of curb in 10 to 
20-foot intervals. Other than a 
few spots that fell between 
one-inch and eight-inches short 
of 22-feet, the remainder of the 
road measured 22-feet. 

Trustee John McKinney ask- 
ed Meyer, “Why are you att- 
empting to facilitate this? I’m 
against this because they are 
not required to have 27-foot 
roads like everyone else is 
required to have ... There’s not

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CONNECTOR ROAD REPORT NEARS COMPLETION 


by KIMBERLY BLAKER 
The Local Development 
Finance Authority met on 
November 2 anticipating 
approval of the final report on 
the West Road Connector. 
However, Brian Coyer of 
Knaggs, Harter, Brake, & 
Schneider was late for the 
meeting and to the annoyance 
of the Authority members, 
Coyer had not given them a 
draft of the report for review. 
When Coyer arrived, he 
informed the Authority that 
the final version had a few 
changes from the previous 
version and that unless the 
Authority had additional 
comments, it would be con- 
sidered the final version. 
Coyer read to _ the 
Authority, “It’s my conclu- 
sion here that the data that are 
available to the MDOT sup- 
port building a connector road 
at West Road, whatever for- 
mulation that may take. This 
may not be consistent with 
the Township’s policy but the 
MDOT has concluded on its 
own studies that West Road 
would be an appropriate alter- 
native if a connector road is 
going to be built across south- 
ern Wayne County.” 
Coyer also explained, “If 


there is any competition with 
the Pinnacle Project, the data 
still supports a connector at 
West Road.” ; 

Coyer reiterated that 
MDOT has approved a con- 
nector. However, MDOT also 
indicated that budgetary con- 
straints are a significant road- 
block. MDOT, along with the 
MDEQ and the Federal 
Highway Administration, 
indicate that anew environ- 
mental impact study be done. 

“If the Township chooses 
to move in this direction, it 
will be necessary to assist 
both of those agencies 
(MDOT and MDEQ) in 


resolving whatever jurisdic- 
tional issues that they may 
have,” Coyer explained. 

Coyer also revealed that if 
the Township wishes to pur- 
sue the issue, “it isn’t so much 
an engineering question. It 
really and truly is a matter of 
whether the Township wishes 
to express its voice in a clear 
and concentrated way to 
develop a policy on this ques- 
tion. The LDFA and the 
Township have the authority 
to make that policy that can 
result in the development of 
the connector project.” 

Coyer also remarked that 
the policy should articulate 





the Township’s economic or 
other interests. In addition, 
the Township should attempt 
to utilize LDFA resources to 
develop and implement the 
connector policy. 

Supervisor David Glaab 
requested that more details be 
added to the report regarding 
public opinion because he did 
not want the report “to give 
the impression that the public 
is not being listened to.” 

Marge Whittemore of 
Wayne County also asked that 
the report include a definition 
of the connector or at least 
mention the various connec- 
tor descriptions that were 


used during the study. 

Coyer pointed out that he 
had attempted to define the 
connector and said that the 
MDOT documents had 
described the connector in 
various ways in different doc- 
uments. The three ways 
Coyer had seen were “a four- 
lane road,” “a boulevard, “ 
and “no less than four lanes.” 

Burke Mitchell asked that 
the last survey also be includ- 
ed in the report, which Coyer 
didn’t recall receiving. 

Approval of the final report 
was tabled to the next meet- 
ing.

INTRODUCING

Huron Township’s new 
Chief of Police, Robert Metz- 
ger, is now. well into the swing 
with his new position. In the 
department for nearly two 
months, Chief Metzger has 
been assessing the department 
needs and is now looking for- 
ward to meeting with commu- 
nity members. 

In an interview with Metz- 
ger, he expressed that some of 
the aspects of his positions he 
enjoys most are “the operations 
of a police department and 
changing operations to meet 
the needs of a community.” 

Metzger explained, “I’m very 
much a change agent. Other 
departments I’ve gone into have 
made a significant change, and 
I’ve been able to do that. 
Getting the officers to rally 
around and really help with 
that change has been, believe it 
or not, an exciting part of it... 
Being able to come in and 
make a positive impact on 
both the community and the 
police department is some- 
thing I thoroughly enjoy.” 

Some internal changes have 
already taken place in the Hur- 
on Police Department since 
Metzger began, such as redefin- 
ing of lieutenant’s positions 
and reassigning their duties. 

Metzger also explained that 
with the recent millage that 
passed, the department would 
now have more money to 
work with in order to meet the 
Township’s needs. However, 
Metzger expressed a strong 
interest in getting input from 
both the department and the com- 
munity as to what they feel the 
needs may be. 

Metzger revealed, “Basic- 
ally in about four to five years 
from now, the department 
won’t look anything like it 
looks today.” However, how it 
will look Metzger is unsure. 
He continued, “Because one 
thing Idon’t want to do is 
bring in my past experiences 
and say I’m going to make this 
look like Saginaw or Adrian or 
Zealand. I want to make it look 
like Huron ...” 

Metzger’s educational back- 
ground includes a bachelor 
degree from Saginaw Valley 
State, a master degree from the 
University of Detroit, a gradu- 
ate of Northwest School of 


Police Staff Command through 
Eastern Michigan University, 
and a graduate of the FBI Nat- 
ional Academy. 





Metzger’s career began in 
1975 as a patrol officer in 
Saginaw Township, where he 
eventually worked as a detec- 
tive for nine years. During his 
years in Saginaw, Metzger was 
involved with the SWAT team 
and later became a patrol 
supervisor.

seemed to be a perception that 
some of the candidates were 
glossing over the problem with 
terms like “quality development” 
and “open spaces.” There also 
seemed to be a perception among 
some voters that several board 
members were discouraging a 
free expression of opinions. 
Some citizens felt they were 
attempting to apply different 
rules to different people during 
public participation at public 
meetings. 

There also seemed to be a 
growing sentiment in the com- 
munity that special interests 
and big campaign war chests 
were contrary to our commu- 
nity values. Regardless of the 
reasons, the citizens, in large 
numbers, turned to other peo- 
ple to lead them in the next 
four years. 

John. Mitchell, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Supervis- 
or, scored a clear victory over 
his opponent the incumbent Re- 
publican Supervisor David 
Glaab. The vote total was 3,324 
for Mitchell and 2,230 for Glaab. 
The margin of victory was 
1,094 votes indicating this was 
not an upset but a clear well- 
earned victory. It is difficult to 
remember in our Township 
when a. ballot candidate for 
Supervisor ever lost by those 
kind of numbers. 

Considering the vote total 
for Supervisor and comparing 
them to the presidential results 
(Gore 3,053 and Bush 2,602) it 
is clear that many Republicans 
voted for their party’s choice 
for president and then went 
Democratic for their local races. 

The race for Treasurer was a 
little closer with incumbent 
Republican Jarrod Barron hold- 
ing onto his seat by 227 votes. 
The Democratic challenger 
Linda Dyer had made a strong 
showing in the Democratic 
Primary and seemed to have a 
good chance of winning in Noy- 
ember. However, it appears that 
Barron changed his tactics 
after the primary and began to 
be more aggressive on the 
board and began to’ question 
things rather than simply fol- 
lowing the direction of a few 
board members. 

He made a startling reversal 
when he supported going back 
to having two board meetings 
a month. He had previously 
supported the one meeting a 
month that proved to be very 
unpopular with the citizens. 

His populist views on com- 


munication and concerns over 
fast growth in the Township 
seemed to sway enough votes 
to his side and he retained his 
position on the board. The 
final vote tally was Barron 
2,849, Dyer 2,622. 

Perhaps the most telling of 
all the races was for the Trust- 
ee spots. Traditionally, the Trust- 
ees tend to accurately reflect 
the mood of the people. This 
year there were ten candidates 
running to serve on four seats. 
There were four Republicans, 
two write-in candidates that 
aligned themselves with the 
Republicans and four Demo- 
crats. In order to truly under- 
stand the will of the people 
you really only needed to look 
at the Trustee races. 

In those races, Democratic 
incumbent Nora Adkins was 
clearly the top in the field with 
an impressive vote total of 
3,091. She and fellow Demo- 
cratic candidate Larry O’Kelley 
each garnered over 3,000 votes 
and that was a new record. 

Nora, who came in fourth in 
the primary, made a strong 
recovery by remaining a strong 
voice on the Township Board 
and questioning the tactics and 
the decisions of the board. 
Apparently her actions impress- 
ed the voters and they may 
have wanted her to have some 
help in the next four years. 

Perhaps this is why they 
turned to Democratic candi- 
date Larry O’Kelley who gar- 
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nered an almost equally im- 
pressive 3,039 votes. Nora and 
he placed well in almost all of 
the precincts. O’Kelley seemed 
to do well in the election 
because the voters were imp- 
ressed with his stands on main- 
taining our country setting, 
ethics in government and com- 
munication. 

Coming in third was Demo- 
crat Mary Lou Carey with a 
vote total of 2,820. She cam- 
paigned on trust and integrity 
and seemed to strike a res- 
ponsive cord with the citizens. 

Coming in a strong fourth 
was newcomer Democrat Mar- 


lene Krause with a vote total of 
2,771. Marlene, a retired Town- 
ship employee, seemed to 
most voters to be a good 
choice over the remaining can- 
didates and they rewarded her 
years of public service with a 
position on the Township Board. 
Trailing the fourth-place 
candidate by a huge 475 voters 
was incumbent Republican 
candidate Mike Glaab. His 
vote total was 2,296 and a 
complete turnaround from 
four years ago when he domi- 
nated the Trustee race. 
Following the defeated Mike 
Glaab came Republican Jerry

“Reynolds with 1,921 votes. 


Long-time resident and well- 
known Waltz resident Shirley 
Burgess was on the ballot as a 
Republican candidate. Although 
she had earlier withdrew from 
the race for health reasons, she 
came in next with a total of 
1,589 votes. Republican Leni 
Straub trailed everybody with 
a vote total of 1,379 votes. The 
two write-in candidates, who 
distributed a lot of literature 
and put up signs were Royal 
Lilly with 565 votes and Jim 
Mason with 310 votes. Laura 
Nelson, who was a write-in for 
Clerk, received 143 votes.
